Well, we cleaned up the Angels Flight Steps and Angels Knoll again today and this is what we found (see images below). 

• < ! — [if !supportLists]--x!--[endif]-->None of the gates had locks on them and were exactly as they were the last time we cleaned 
on September 17. There were no locks on the fence leading to the dumpsters below Angels Flight, no locks on Angels Knoll and 
no locks on the fence in the park along Hill Street. We had unfeddered access. 

• < ! — [if !supportLists]--x!--[endif]-->There was a great deal of trash strewn around in Angels Knoll Park (at the top) and it was 
evident that it had been there for quite some time. The trash behind the bouganvilla in the photo below had been there since 
September 17 when we cleaned the first time. 

• < ! — [if !supportLists]--x!-[endif]-->There was homeless man having intercourse with what appeared to be a prostitute behind 
the bouganvilla (just above Nicks head in the photo below) at 11:30am. 

Most of 
them were in the park along Hill Street.
